C forwarded four threatening E-Mails received at hotline@mpaa.org, 
which is the contact E-Mail address at which the MPAA encourages citizens 
to report piracy matters with respect to motion pictures. 

C believes these messages to be the result of a recent ruling in 
Judge Kaplan's court which was favorable to the MPAA. This ruling 
concerned DCSS, the content encryption process for DVDs. Several 
websites had published the encryption code on their sites. The code 
allows DVD's to be downloaded onto a hard drive in violation of copyright 
laws. The MPAA sued these sites and won. Cease and desist orders were 
sent to the sites. C believes that the threats may be a direct result of

Texas boro. Harvard educated. Jack Valenti has led 
several lives: a wartime attack bomber pilot, advertising 
agency founder, political consultant. White House assis- 
tant. author, and movie industry leader. 

In his current role as President and Chief Executive 
Officer of the Motion Picture Association of America. 

Valenti has presided over a sea of change in the industry. 

In 1966 the environment was serene, theatrical films and 
television programs were the staples and life was. com- 
pared with today, rather simple. In the intervening 2} 
years there have appeared satellites hurling programs to 
earth at the speed of b'ghf. cable channels, microwave 
transporters, videocassette recorders and prerecorded 
cassettes, stubborn trade barriers, innovative movie thea- 
ters. an explosion in the foreign markets — and . . .

Logical confidential informants contacted to 
date had no knowledge of any bootlegging traffic in the 
flics -"The Z", or the "Battle of Algiers;, 1 or "Cool World". 
They have been alerted to attempt to develop information 
having a bearing on this matter.

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The Los Angeles Police Department (LAPD), during 
an attempt to serve warrants on certain members of the BPP 
at the BPP headquarters, 4115 South Central Avenue, Los 
Angeles, California, on December 8, 1969, engaged in a 
shoot out between certain members of the BPP and police 
and an arrest of a number of the BPP members in the head- 
quarters at the time. Information developed by the LAPD 
at that time included certain records vrhich revealed that 
the BPP at Los Angeles as of June 6, 1969, was preparing 
to sponsor the American premier of the Cannes Film Festival 
Winner "Z" on June 6, 1969, at Royce Hall at the University 
of California at Los Angeles (UCLA) at 6s00 p.m, Further, 
with respect to the film, the producer and director of the 
film would normally have distributed it through a regular 
film distributor in this country. However, because of 
their political affiliations and views, they decided to loan 
this film for distribution to the BPP. The BPP had 
considered the presentation of this film a worthwhile 
experience and a political message for the campus community. 


| |Detective, UCLA, Police 

Department, January 8, 1970, stated that he had no personal 


knowledge of the BPP exhibiting the film "Z" at Royce Hall 
at UCLA on June 6, 1969. He said that it was possible in 


view of the fact that frequently films are shown on the 


UCLA campus and would not necessarily come to the notice 
of the LAPD. Normally, if there were some disturbance or 


prior notice of certain showing, they were referred to the 
police. He claimed that an investigation could possibly 
ascertain if such a film was shown on June 6, 1969. He 
further claimed he had no knowledge of the film "The Z" 


being distributed on a bootleg market, but knew it was 
in general release in Los Angeles -theatres at the present

When the film has served its purpose, the , 7f , 
Armed Forces either return the film to the studios or furnish D ~ 
a certificate indicating the film has been destroyed. 


• On 6/12/70, Assistant United States Attorney (AUSA) 

TOM Go K0NT0S, Los Angeles, furnished the following opinion with 
respect to the possible criminal action against the Claude Spence - 
Enterprises or the Post Camera Exchange. Mr. K0NT0S said that 
it was the policy of the United States Attorney (USA) not to 
authorize any criminal action under the Copyright statutes until 
all civil process on the part of the copyright owner had been 
exhausted. He said that the copyright owners should exercise 
what civil action they could to retrieve the film or to obtain 
a desist order. With respect to the possibility of the film 
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in the cans marked, "Armed Forces Shows," Mr. KONTOS said 
that if .the film was of sufficient value over and above the 
copyright value, the USA would consider prosecution under 
the Theft of Government Property statute if it could be 
proven that the film had been obtained- illegally from the 
custody of the Armed Forces. The possibility of prosecution 
under this aspect will be further explored.

He further stated that it is unlikely that the film would be 
reproduced or sold as it is not a common marketable item as 
most of the films which would be sold to collectors are 16 mm. 
film.. He said that because of the nature of this film having 
only a value as a collector’s item, he could not understand why 
it could possibly be a violation of a. Copyright Matter as it 
would not be for resale or public use. 

He said that to his knowledge, most films that are. "boot- 
legged" for subsequent showing to the public charging admission 
prices, such as in Latin American countries, are sold at prices 
of about $100 to $200. In this instance the 35 mm. film would 
have little if any monetary value.

JACK VALENTI, President, Motion Picture Association 
1600 I Street, N.W., furnished the following information: 

He stated that he is a Board member of Trans World 
Airways (TWA), and that on July 13, 1975 he traveled from 
Washington, D.C. (WDC), to Los Angeles, California, aboard 
TWA flight 99. He arrived at Dulles International Airport 
approximately 20 minutes before the flight time at noon and 
checked his baggage at the ticket counter. He observed the 
ticket agent place the baggage check on the bag and send them 
down the conveyor belt. Upon arriving at Los Angeles Internal 
Airport it took approximately 30 minutes before his baggage 
was returned to him at the baggage pick-up area and his was 
one of the last four or five items from the flight to arrive 
at the baggage pick-up point. 

He stated that he had checked a Louis Vaiton suit- 
case which was red and brown in color with the initials LV / 
on the light brown background. The suitcase was a locking 
type and it was locked upon his departure from WDC. 

Upon arriving at the hotel he checked his baggage 
and noticed that a leather zipper case containing the cufflink 
had been opened and this was located in a folding envelope 
type section of the suitcase.
